FIRST TEST TRIAL MATCH. 
MACARTNEY BE pene made IN 


(Fress Association FOREIGN T ELEGRAM.) 
SYDNEY, December 4. 

Teams representing Australia and the Rest 
of Apstralia met here to-day in the first of 
the two test trial matches in connection with 
the Australian visit to England next summer, 
Owing to the inability of J. M. Taylor to take 
part, there was one alteration in the teams 
selected some weeks ago, W. M. Woodfull, 
the Victorian batsman, being brought in‘ to 
fill the vacancy “in the Australian side. D. 
Pritchard, the South Australian left-hander, 
acted as.twelfth man for both teams. Led by 
Warren Bardsley, the Rest won the toss and 
thereby gained the advantage of batting first 
on a good wicket, i 

Bardsley brought H. O. Rock out with him 
to open the batting.. Collins began his attack 
with the two test match bowlers, Gregory 
and Mailey, and his choice was quickly justi- 
fied. Bardsley had made only seven when he 
fell to a catch by Mailey off Gre , and a 
few minutes later the fast bowler brought 
about the dismissal of Rock after he had 
made a dozens. Macartney and Arthur 
Richardson then came together, and both, 
tackling the bowling with confidence, soon put 
their side on a firmer footing. The partner- 
ship had put on 83 when Richardson left, a 
second victim of the Gregory-Mailey combina- 
tion. Macartney’s next partner was Victor 
‘Richardson, The South Australian vied with 
his partner in the brilliance of his display. 
He hit all round the wieket with telling effect. 
Macartney was run out after making 84, 
including ten boundaries, in an hour and a 
half, and with the failure of both Rymill and 
Love it appeared as if the tail had been 
reached. Kelleway, however, quickly dis- 
pelled this idea, and, on joining Richardson, 
auickly settled down to work. The loss of 
Richardson. who was clean. bowled by Hendry 
for a sparking 56, scored in an hour, and 
including ten 4’s, left Kelleway undismayed ; 
for the newcomer, Grimmett, went on to 
demonstrate his all round abilitv by scoring 
44 before he was stumped by Oldfield. Mean- 
while Kelleway, by attractive cricket, had 
pushed on towards the century, but neither 
Scott nor Blackie remained long enough. to 
enable him to achieve this distinction, the 
innings closing for 780 when he was one off 
the coveted hundred. Mailey was the most 
successful bowler, his three wickets costing a 
little over 42 runs each. Gregory secured 
two for 85, but the vood wicket militated 
against the success of Hornibrook, whose left- 
hand deliveries were punished for 80 without 
his getting a wicket. 

Australia had a few minutes’ batting before 
stumps were drawn, Collins and Ponsford 
knoc’ing off 26 without loss. Played im fine

In days when recitals from 
Handel are so infrequent and are virtually 
cofined to the “ Messiah,” it is refreshing to 
hear “ Judas Maccabeus."" It has been given 
by the Society with great success before, and 
yesterday’s rendering reflected much credit 
on the Society.
